Reasons for Request: 

On October 14, 2004, Inventor Dana Aylor's foreign representative Ing. Marie Smrckova 
withdrew as representative for non-payment of outstanding invoices by Ms. Aylor and informed 
us to contact Ms. Aylor directly at the address provided on the Request for Withdrawal. On 
October 22, 2004, we contacted Ms. Aylor and requested a retainer for continued representation 
to avoid future non-payment of invoices, but did not receive a retainer.
